He was also a hunter, and went on many 
hunting trips throughout the Northwest and 
as far away as Alaska. 


Mable met her husband Sid of 50 years 
when he hired on to drive a truck for the 
lodge. She married Sid at the age of 21, thus 
quitting the lodge after seven years as an 
employee during the late 1920s. 

Today, nothing remains of the magnifi- 


cent lodge. After years of reglect, the roof 
and walls caved in. The new owners logged 
off the remains and burned what was left. 

Mable said she will always remembers 
the beautiful lodge and the gaiety of the 
many parties. 

The Leadbetters lived during the fall and 
winter in a mansion formerly located next 
to Washington Park in Portland. Mable said 
she can remember helping Carolyn 
Leadbetter pack up the Indian rugs for the 
move back to the winter resort every year. 

After she married, Mable lost track of the 
Leadbetters. Carolyn Leadbetter died atthe 
age of 102 but she’s not sure when Fred

Leadbetter died. She remembers one story 
of him dying while on a tip in the south- 
west. 

Despite its beauty and omate decorations 
— including a working elevator — the 
Portland mansion was torn down after the 


city took over when Carolyn Leadbetter 
died. 


Leadbetter home built for Pittock 

Even though the Leadbetters and Pittocks 
were related, Mable said the families didn’t 
do much visiting. Henry Pittock had died 
before Mable was bom. 

The closest neighbor to the Leadbetter’s 


has been completely restored and remains open for 


Fern Lodge was Frederick and Bertha 
Pittock —son and daughter-in-law of Henry 
Pittock. The elder Pittock built the house 
for his son in 1902, ona location across the 
road from Lackamas Lake. 

Known today as the Leadbetter Home, 
the house was built in five weeks by 100 
Chinese laborers. It was known then as 
“Lakeside” home. 

Today the home has 11 rooms and three 
bathrooms. It is 2-1/2 stories high with a 
three-story circular bay capped by aconical 
roof. A solarium and part of its wide ve- 
randa have disappeared over the years. An 
addition was built in the 1940s.
